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B. GIS Participation in Near East Esychological Wargfare Activities. 

Il. The GIS was closely assotiated with propaganda and 
psychological warfare activities in the Near Rast area. During Worlc 
War II Such activity was carried out not only by the Ministry 
of Propaganda (PROMI) and the GFM, with the assistance of the 
Ministry for Occupied Territories (Os tministerium--8MI) and 
the Air Ministry's Research Institute, but also by the Abwehr 
and the SD. Foreigners active in propaganda were under the 
surveillance of the Abwehr and the SD. Many such persons 
employed by the GFM, PROMI, and OMI were agents of the 
Abwehr and the SD at the Same time, Ihe Abwehr and the 
SD benefited from broadcasts beamed to foreign countries 
by using them for coded intelligence communications. Close 
cooperation between these various offices is evidenced by 
the participation of their representatives at meetings of 
committees in chores of regional Propaganda policies, such 
as the GFM Arab Committee”? 

a Ihe GFM placed great emphasis on gaining entry into 
foreign-owned publication and radio facilities... To AERRIXE 
achieve this goal, and at the same time to keep ibs 
extraterritorial activities secret, the GFM devised a plan 
calling for the establishment of cover companies, which 
would gWkXk£ be publicly registered ami but covertly owned 
by the GFM, or in which the GFM would covertly hold the 
controlling interest. The controlling interest concept 
was also to be used in acquiring covert financial control 
of legitimate foreign press and radio broadcasting companies. 
Through cover companies, by acquisition of controlling 
interests, or through financial subsidies, the GFM managed 
to obtain control of foreign broadcasting stations and 
publishing firms, In 1942, thirty-two companies Were under 
the influence of the GFM.* 
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3a. Presumably to avoid interdepartmental clashes, 
the degree of the participation of PROMI ana the GFM in 
German propaganda activities was regulated, àn October 1941, 
by an agreement hetween the two ministries, According 
to this agreement, as a joint venture of PROMI and the 
GEM with equal rights, two cover companies were founded 
in which both ministries had their representatives: 

Mundus A.G. (for press matters, with branches in foreign 
countries), and the 6 Interradio A.G. V (for broadcasting 
activities). Ihe main offices of both companies were in 
Berlin. The Companies were assisted by Reichsleader 

AMMAN (of state-controlled "Ulstein" publishing company), 

and by the Reichsministry of Postal Communications, mXespecrtvely 
fInterradio® also supervised the activities of the "Institute 
Seehaus", which was the code name for the German Radio 
Monitoring Service, Thus, beside the Abwehr and the SD, 
both PROMI and the GFM had full use of the new) toring 

service reports. 

Es Covert renting and purchasing of foreign radio 
stations was successful in many countries, In the Near 
East (including India), the GFM thus acquired and used

¢. GIS Sponsored Arab and Indian Military Units. 


Le lhe plan for forming military units of Arab and 


Indian volunteers and incorporating them into the German 


Army. was conceived in early 1941 and approved by the GFM 


and the High Command of the German Armed Forces (OKW). 
Ihe use of indigenous troops was particularly appealing 
to the Germans, since, according to Nazi ambitions, countries 
like Syria, Iraq, Egypt, and India were to be invaded, 
Not only were indigenous volunteers especially well suited 
for combat in their native areas, they would, according 
to German plans, eventually become the organizers, instructors, 
and leaders of the armed forces of Axis-sponsored independent 
Arab and Indian states. The formation of indigenous units 
also met with the approval of the GIS, the latter being 
confident that such units would provide fertile ground 
for the recruitment of agent personnel, and eventually 
provide training for sabotage agents and other intelligence 
operatives.” 

le Ihe formation of indigenous military ram units, 
particularly of the Arab component, was part of a much 
greater scheme for Nazi expansion and conquest of Near 
East countries (see page l of SGIA/NEÉRA). Prior to 
1941, the Germans had begun to exercise their political 
know-how, and to exploit their well placed contacts, 
sypporters, and agents in a way designed to create unrest 
among the Near Hast Arab populace. The grand scheme 
called for armed uprisings, during which the Germans 
would rush indigenous units to the aid of the insurgents;

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je The order to form the indigenous units was issued 
in early 1941 and, in April of that year, the German High

The German scheme led failed to take into account 
the political astuteness of the Grand Mufti and his followers. 
As a result of the Grand Mufti's influence, the Arab 
nationalists gained the upper hand in Iraq and forced 
NURI-SAID to relinquish the premiership to the pro-German 
nationalist GHAILANI. This unexpected political development 
upset the German timetable; German experts (such as FELMY 
and GROBBA) were rushed to Iraq to serve as advisors to 
GHAILANI. The German timetable was again thrown out of 
gear when GHAILANI became embroiled with the British over 
jurisdictional disputes which erupted into armed conflict. 
Unprepared, ill-equipped, and unable to obtain reenforcements, 
because the indigenous units were not yet fully organized, 
GEAILANI suffered defeat and had to flee from his native 
cakes." 

5 While these events were taking place, German 
efforts to organize the Arab volunteers continued at 
Cap Sunion. Originally, Hitler had ordered that no 
volunteers were to be accepted from Arab countries east 
of Egypt, because of Italian, Spanish and French interests.

b. While FELMY was in Iraq, he established contact 
with Fauzi KAUDJI and Mohammed el MAADI-ARIF, leaders of 
two Arab Nationalist insurgent &roups. GHAILANI'ts defeat 
resulted in an exodus of Arab nationalist groups from 
Iraq, including their leaders as well as their German 
- Supporters. Most of them, including KAUDJI and MAADI-ARIF, 
fled to Syria where they megrouped alongside the Vichy 
French forces, FELMY, too, went to Syria, where he 





On ime x re-established contact with KAUDJI and 
MAADI-ARIF, FELMY also acted as liaison officer between 
the Vichy forces and the insurgent Arab groups, and 
directed the flow of arms and equipment to the nationalists, 
When the Allies defeated the Vichy forces and their Arab 
allies, the remnants of the Arab Sroups were evacuated 
to the training camp at Cap Sunion, lhere they were 
incorporated into the Arab LegionW. 

T. the military and political importance of the 
Farab Legionl increased considerably when the center of 
Arab nationalist activities was shifted 60 Germany, After 
their arrival in Berlin (see page 9 of BGIA/NE&RA), both 
the Grand Mufti and GHAILANI gave their consent to the 
formation of the Varad Legion’, On behalf of the GEM, 
Envoy GROBBA was entrusted with the political supervision 
of the Legion, and served as liaison between the GFM and 
bhe OKW in thia connection. At first, the Grand Mufti and 
GHAILANI assisteg in the formation of thA Arab Legion, 
cooperating closely with the GFM, the OKW, and the Abwehr? 
However, the disputes and growing rivalry between the Grand 
Mufti and GHATLANI soon made orderly Progress impossible. 
Ihe Grend Mufti insisted that the Legion be led by 
Arab officers, that it carry arab national colors and 
wear its own uniform, GHAILANI, in order to enhance his 


political ambitions, tried to arrange a separate military 
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agreement between Germany and the emigre Iraqi Government, 
on the grounds that the rab Legion® Was a competitor 

of the Iraqi Army. By the summer of 1942, this rivalry 
had fomented internal disputes to such an extent that 
General FELMY complained to the GEM.” 

B In August 1912, with GROBBA's support, GHAILANI 
asked the GFM to assure him that the reformed Iraqi Army 
would be under Iraqi command after the liberation of iraq, 
and that the newly formed Iraqi Army would include the 
Varad Legion, . Negotiations between GHAILANI, CANARIS, 
and FELMY followed, and GHAILANI's plen was accepted, 
despite the fact that, Colonel MEYER-RICKS had promised 
the Grand Mufti that the Legion would join the Africa 
Corps and would move into a training camp in Egypt. 
Accordingly, Divi sion FelmjY, composed of 6,000 men 
(including ín iia nie dara Legion”) was sent 
to the Eastern Front in August 1912 under the name 
of "German Oriental Corps", Non-Arab units of the 
Division fought in the Kalmyk steppes and suffered heavy 
losses.

d. Although the ¥arab Legion® took part in the fighting 
in Tunisia, it Showed little fighting spirit, and in the last 
Stages of the Tunisian campaign, it was used for manual 
labor behind the front. Before the German Surrender in 
Tunisia, a number of selected Arabs were pulled out from 
the Legion and sent back to Rome; other members of the Legion 
Presumably were Captured or went into hiding. Lt Colonel

Le In the opinion of the GIS, one of the best ways to penetrate 
/ Ve 
Soviet territory was by exploiting non-Russian emigres from 


Á 
the Soviet Union. Emigres from Soviet territory adjacent to 


the Near East Area formed two groups, one comprised of people 
of Turkish origin and the other of non-Turkish Caucasians. 
Each "— had to be dealt with separately because of the 
complex racial, political and religious xzXmEkx* structure 

of its former homeland; also because of the uniqueness of its 
political aims. GIS activities consequently involved political 
problems that implicated the GFM as well as the Ministry 

for Eastern Territories (OMI). 

Ce Fundamentally, the Germans took a negative stand in 
regards to the #freedom and independence^ aspired to by 
emigres from the Soviet Union. Germany wanted to be the 

sole arbiter on the ¿New Order" that would be imposed mn 

bn the USSR after the latter's defeat. In August 1941, 

GFM State Secretary WOERMANN issued & directive to German 
diplomatic missions abroad, concerning emigre activities.

Up to 1942 no serious 
differences occurred between the two ministries, since they 
used as consultants the same group of experts, whose views 

and theories prevailed in the f orukation of political schemes 
an d policies. These experts were Envoy von HENTIG, Count von 
SCHULENBURG, Envoys ETTEL ana von TIPPELSKIRCH, Ambassador 
PRUFFER, Prof. von MENDE, Prof, JESCHKE, Dr, BENZING, Legation 
Counselor SCHIEP, and Consul Dr. DITTMAN, Dr. DEETERS of 
Munich and Dr, WUEST of Bonn(both university professors) 
Served as consultants to the group.

Turkestan. In May 1912, ROSENBERG of OMI objected to tre 
GFM's political talks with émigre leaders, and to GFM 
interference in personal matters concerning Captain GLOGER, 
Dr. BENZING and Weli KAJUM CHAN. He also resented the GFM's 
propaganda activities concerning - Soviet Union. The GFM 
countered by stating that the OMT. es SS doldora Dr. 
ZIMMERMANN and CODES as future Gauleiters of the Caucasus, 

mad sent them to Turkey to negotiate with Azerbai jani 

leaders, without prior knowledgg of the GFM.  ROSENBERG 
personallyx submitted his grievances to HITLER, who eventually

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5, Because of racial relationship, geographical location 
and common interests with the Germans vis-a-vis the Soviet 
Union, Turkey was chosen as the main base for GIS activities 
in the Caucasus and Turkestan. Recognizing the increasing 
importance of Turkey as a center for wide-spread intelligence 
activities, the Abwehr tried to establish emergency lines 

of communication to Turkey for use in the event of a break 

in Turkish-German diplomatic relations. In August 19l1, 
without the GFM's knowledgga, the Abwehr instructed Admiral 
von MARWITZ to ask the Spanish envoy in Ankara, Marquis 

Pratt de NANXMWMM NANTOUILLET, to place a Spanish w/t 
operator in the Spanish consulate in Istanbul for Abwehr 

use in case of need. The Spanish Envoy declared himself 
favorably di sposed towards the plan providing it was 
officially cleared through the German Embassy in Madrid.

Turanian feeling was strong among the Turks, particularly 
among young intellectuals and paulo. circles, The: ‘feeling 
was shared by many Caucasian and Turkestani vetugees, 

by Islamic leaders, and tacitly by the government. The 
Pan-Turanian movement aimed at unification of all peoples

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?. While in agreement on Turanian unification, members 

of the Pan-Turanian movement disagreed strongly regarding 
the form this unification should take. One faction favored 
the formation of a Pan-Turkestani state in association with 
Turkey; another was for complete merger with Turkey; yet

Aware of this bitter antagonism, the Soviets placed more trust 
in the Armenians than in other Caucasian groups and gave them 
large concessions and high positions in the Southern Caucasus. 
Pro-Russian, if not entirely pro-Soviet, they supported the 
Soviet regime and reportedly would have fled into the Soviet 
interior if faced by & Turkish occupation of Soviet Armenia, 
Ihe Apmenians had-grievances against Germany, some even 

hating the Germans for failing to intervene in their behalf 
during the events of 191). According to an emigre census 
conducted privately in 1941, only 2% of the Armenians in Turkey 
favored an Armenian State, independent of Soviet Russia. The 
vast majority preferred either an autonomous republic inside 
Russia or complete integration with the USSR. 17
